85 and over. 


For newborns,

lf by some miracle deaths from 
all major ('alisos were cut in half, their lease 
on life would he extended by a total of about

Courtrooms sometime.*? be­ 
come supercharged with dra­ 
ma and anger because the is­ 
sues at hand are serious. A 
person’s life, his good name, 
his liberty, or his property 
may be at stake 
The judge has to be impar­ 
tial and open minded as to 
issues, evidence. parties, wit­ 
nesses and lawyers. To fail in 
this may cause a case to he 
tried again or the judgment, 
reversed on appeal to a high­ 
er court. 


THIS MAKES a judge’s job 
a difficult one. He must keep 
order so that the facts go to 
the jury in a way to lead to 
sound, unprejudiced verdicts. 
The judge also must instruct 
the jury on the law. and de­ 
ride what testimony goes into 
evidence. 
Lawyers on both sides are 
duty bound to protect their 
clients and to advance their 
cause. In this tense atmos­ 
phere some people break over 
the line and do things which 
may be termed “ foul play” or 
show disrespect for the court. 
When 
this 
happens, 
t h e 
judge has inherent power— 
power that grows out of his 
job — to crack down and pun­ 
ish violators for contempt of 
court. Within wide limits, he 
can levy fines and give jail 
sentences on the spot when the 
offense takes place before him. 


THE JUDGE can s o rn e- 
times do the same for events 
which take place outside the 
court, such as the disobed­ 
ience of a court order How­ 
ever. such indirect contempt 


of court calls for hearings to 
prove that an offense has been 
committed. 
Judges may fine or give 
jail sentences to protect the 
due administration of justice. 
| These include a juror or a 
1 lawyer for being tardy fo r 
I court, for the impugning of 
the judge's honesty, for a 
i witness to refuse to testify 
j within the limits of the law, 
for improper attempts to in­ 
fluence the jury or the court, 
making personal attacks on 
the, character and motives of 
I the other side or its lawyer, 
for appealing to prejudices 
and for referring to facts in 
I court not admissible in evi- 
I denee.

‘Total Environment’Idea Spreads

A N S W E R : In the 800’s, in A nglo-Saxon E ngland, au th o r­ 
ities began to organize people for m ilitary purposes. Each 
10 fam ilies w as called a tithing, and had a tithing m an in 
charge. Ten such tithings w ere IOO; the m an in charge a 
reeve. Several hundreds m ade up a county, or shire. I he 
county boss w as the shire reeve, and this becam e shortened 
to sheriff, a w ord we still use. T his whole system later 
becam e adopted for police rather than m ilitary purposes, 
w ith the idea o f protecting the citizens and upholding law 
and order. A t first, such police were not paid. In US 2d, a 
g ro rp of paid policem en w as organized in London bv Sir 
R obert Peel — they were soon called “ bobbies 
after 
Peel’s first nam e. T he first A m erican police were citizens 
who served w ithout pay, but with the rise of cities, paid 
police groups were soon organized.
